W H Y? 
Naturally there has been consider­ 
ably editorial comment in the news­ 
papers of this country on the cere­ 
monies 
in 
Westminster 
Abbey 
in 
which the United States paid tribute 
to the British fighting men who laid 
down Their lives in the World War. 
it was a great and memorable occa­ 
sion and it fixed the attention of the 
American people. 
The principal fig- 
ure in the ceremonies was, most ap­ 
propriately, General Pershing. 
It was 
he who placed the Congressional Med­ 
al of Honor on the tomb of Britain’s 
Unknown Warrior. 
But Anfbassador 
George Harvey was a prominent par­ 
ticipant also and he, too, delivered an 
address. 
Now it is interesting to note that in 
a large proportion of the editorials ap­ 
pearing in American newspapers re­ 
garding the ceremonies no mention is 
made of Mr. Harvey at all. 
General 
Pershing is mentioned, his speech is 
applauded, in some cases portions of 
it are quoted. 
But Harvey, the other 
principal American figure present, is 
ignored and his speech, the only other 
* 
speech delivered by an American, is 
not referred to in many of the Ameri­ 
can editorials dealing with the occa­ 
sion. 
Is this just an accident? Or is it due 
to the fact that the gorge of most 
Americans rises when they think of 
Harvey, the man who made the in­ 
famous “save our own skins” speech, 
standing before the tomb of the Un­ 
known 
Warrior and 
presuming to 
speak for America in that solemn 
presence?

FOES OF DISARMAMENT. 
The R ussian bogey seems rather an 
ineffectual spectre to dangle before 
the eyes of a world deeply desirous of 
some relief from the burdens of the 
opponents of disarmament are doing. 
There seem to be in this coufitry, as 
well as in some others, many dyed-in- 
the-wool militarists who believe in ar­ 
mament for its own sake. 
Indeed, 
sometimes one is tempted 
to think 
that there are more people of that 
sort in America than in any European 
country, perhaps because Europe has 
had a bitterer taste of war than we 
have yet experienced. 
However that 
may be, it is in America rather than 
in Europe that what may be called the 
Russian 
argument against disarma­ 
ment is heard most often— meaning by 
that the argument that the Western 
nations cannot afford to disarm be­ 
cause the moment they do so a tre­ 
mendous Russian army headed by the 
invincible Trotzky will 
proceed 
to 
sweep over the whole European con- ! 
tinent. 
Listen, for instance, to this: 
“No more ardent proponent of lim­ 
itation of armaments 
than 
Nikolai 
Lenine today is urging that policy. ^ 
Lenine admires and encourages men 
of the Cecil Type in England, Lenine 
j 
is for the total disaramament of the 
nations— save Russia. 
His power is 
supported by the bayonets and guns 
and war gear of the present greatest 
military establishment on earth, not 
excepting that of Japan/ What have j 
the Allies been able to do to him and 
his associate monsters? 
Not a thing. 
What will they be able to do when 
he is ready to move westward? 
From 
present indications, not a 
thing. 
“A world disarmed is the dream of 


the world s >super-dictator.1 Germany, 
Poland, Roumania are fruit ripening 
for his. plucking; Vienna, Paris, Con­ 
stantinople are to acclaim the Master 
of the #o rld Revolution.” 


Is is the Cincinnati Enquirer which 
paints this dreadful picture of what 
is going to happen it Mr. Harding’s 
Disarmament (. onlerence is a success: 
and if it is right, then Mr. Harding, 
whose candidacy it supported and to 
whose party it belongs, is leading us 
to destruction far more swiftly and 
more certainly than Woodrow Wilson, 
according to The Enquirer, wanted to 
lead us. 
The only practically import­ 
ant thing about all the nonsense is a 
question which it suggests— namely, 
whether the opposition to armament 
reduction, which finds expression in 
these 
far-fetched 
and 
extravagant 
warnings about a Russian peril, is at 
all widespread among the influential 
interests 
in 
the 
dominent 
party? 
There still lurks in many minds an un­ 
easy feeling that certain elements of 
Big Business are unfriendlv to the 
/ 
Washington Conference and will be­ 
come actively hostile to it if it shows 
signs of achieving marked and import­ 
ant results in the way of arms limita­ 
tion; and this suspicion is strength­ 
ened when one finds in representative 
republican newspapers 
propaganda 
like that which we have quoted above. 
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ANOTHER RUBBER STAMP. 


The newest addition to the United 
States Senate, Mr. Crow 
of Union- 
town, Pennsylvania, is a 
handsome 
man i sthe newspaper photographs of 
him 
are good 
likenesses, but this 
seems to beanother case of “handsome 
is as handsome does.” 
The Philadel­ 
phia Record, which naturally knows 
Mr. Crow well, says that he “is a man 
of engaging personality. 
He 
is 
a 
party man and a spoilsman, whose 
public record has largely been made 
as a State Senator and as chairman of 
the republican state committee. 
It is 
this record that suggested his appoint­ 
ment and not any expectation that he 
will fill the place of Senator Knox at 
Washington. The latter had opinions 
of his own and acted upon them. 
The 
new senator will, for the present, at 
least, vote ‘aye’ when Senator Pen­ 
rose has made up his mind to vote that 
way, and he will vote ‘no’ for the same 
reason. 
His appointment ensures two 
voices from Pennsylvania at Washing­ 
ton as Senator Penrose wills.” 
Another rubber stamp in the mem­ 
bership of the senate w.ill not enhance 
the prestige of that body, especially a 
rubber stamp which is at the service 
of Mr. Penrose, the leader in the re- 
aétionary forces there. 
Still, nothing 
more than this was to be expected* 
when Mr. Knox, himself a reactionary 
of reactionaries, died and the matter 
of appointing someone to fill his un­ 
expired term came up. 
The Crow ap­ 
pointment was made 
at breakneck 
speed by Governor Sproul upon the 
receipt of urgent representations from 
Washington that votes were needed 
to assure the ratification of the admin­ 
istration 
peace treaties. 
Doubtless 
Mr. Crow is deeply sensible of the 
honor conferred upon him and will 
repay the interests which have thus 
favored him by rendering the loyal 
service which they expect.
